In addition to 
the Youth Championship, the AWSA organises the National Senior Championship and 
the National Junior Championship (for women under 16 years). 


Affiliated states send representative teams to these events, which are the highlights of 
our national women's soccer calendar. Great traditional rivalry between the states has 
evolved since the first senior tournament in 1974 and the under age events have carried 
on the tradition. 


National Squads are selected from participants in the Championships, including the 
National Youth squad which will have international duties against New Zealand in 


1991.

3 This tournament adopts the Laws of

the Game as contained in the 
Referees’ Chart amd Players Guide to 
the Laws of the Game (current 
edition) as published by the Football 
Association (England) and as 
modified by these playing rules. 


Duration of the game shall be two 35- 
minute halves, with a half time period 
of no less than five minutes and no 
more than ten minutes. Starting time 
for matches on all days should be 
scheduled at least 90 minutes apart. 
Injury time may be allowed at the 
referee's discretion. 


6 Teams will consist of no more than 


18 players and 4 officials. 


7 Three substitutes may be used at any 


time during the game. 


8 Should a team bring 18 players to the 


Championship then they will be 
allowed to list 7 reserves on the team 
sheet but only 3 of whom may be 
used in any one game. 


Points shall be awarded on the 
following basis - 
Win: 2 Draw: 1 Loss: 0. 


16 In the event of teams being equal on 


points at the end of the preliminary 
rounds then goal difference will 
decide the order of the finish. If goal 
difference is the same, then the team 
with most wins will be places higher 
in the championship table. Should the 
number of wins be equal then the team 
which has scored the most goals will 
be placed higher. If the goals scored 
are equal, they will be joint 
placegetters. 


After receiving three yellow cards 
during the tournament a player must 
be automatically suspended for one 
match. 


Any player given a red card shall be 
automatically suspended for one 
match. Should the Chair of the 
Judiciary Committee decide that the 
offence may warrant a longer 
suspension then the matter may be 
dealt with by the Judiciary Committee. 


Any suspension imposed under Rules 
21 and 22 shall be for championship 
games only and can be carried forward 
if necessary to the next championship.
